Surrounded By Detectives. 

A large number of naval aides-de- 
camp, government departmental sec- 
retaries and = railway officials sur- 
rounded the party formed by the ca- 
binet ministers and those who had 
come to bid them good-bye. Beyond 
these there was an outer circle of 
detectives to protect ministers from 
any undue .attention by militant sut- 
fragettes or their male supporters. 
So great was the protecting force in 
the railway station that any demon- 
stration by the suffragettes would 
have been impossible.

Paris, May 9—The political results 
of the visit to Paris of King Alfonso

QUESTION OF pEeMU RRAGE, 

The question of demurrage-charges 
for the undue detention of cars, a 
fruitful source of friction between 
shippers and the transportation com- 
panies, is receiving the attention of 
the Edmonton Board of Trade. Some 
short time ago the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association applied to the 
Loard of railway commissioners for 
an order providing for an extension 
of the car-service rules, so as to pro- 
vide for what is known as the aver- 
age-demurrage plan. Under this sye- 
tem the charge on all cars held for 
loading or 
computed on the basis of the average 
tlne of detention, so that when cer- 
tain cars are released promptly by 
the shipper, credit is allowed hit, 
which may be offset against demur- 
rage charged to him on other cars 
which he detains over the specified 
period. Under the plan now in force 
no credit is allowed a shipper for 
cars promptly released. ‘The aver- 
age system has been adopted in the 
United States, and appears from re- 
ports received by the board of trade, 
to be working satisfactorily. | 
|
